That  pert  which 
ntekM  the  Uw* :  tbnt  which  execute*  them, 
or  onrriee  them  int*  effect ;  end  thet  which 
administer*  Justice,  or  eppliee  the  Uwe  be¬ 
tween  men  end  men. 

In  order  to  meiotein  e  Ire*  or  populer 
government,  it  te  u*c«wt rjr  tliet  tli**e  pow¬ 
er*  ehell  be  lodged  in  diflbreot  bend*  ;  thet 
the  bod/  which  meke*  the  Uwe  ehell  hnve 
nothing  to  do  with  theii  enforcement ,  end 
thnt  the  judg**  ehell  b*  e  body  independ¬ 
ent  ot  both  the  legislative  end  the  execu¬ 
tive  brenc  he*  of  the  government.  Where 
IhU  divieion  oi  power*  i*  well  established 
end  onrefully  gunrded,  If  et  the  eeme  time 
the  nntion  he*  euffleient  intelligence  end 
public  epirit  to  bold  the  ruler*  It  cbootu* 
to  n  etriut  account,  n  people'*  libertie*  ere 
reasonably  secure,  end  they  ere  ehlc  to 
mehe  their  government  e*  houeet  eud  rtf  I 
eient  ea  they  plena*  to  have  It.  Por  et  the 
eleotinu*  they  ere  nble  to  remove  tlioee 
legUUtor*  who  enected  bed  Uwe,  or  thet 
executive  officer  wbocarcltmaly  or  wickedly 
felled  in  the  proper  entorccment  of  the 
lawa.  Thu#  the  people  not  only  rule,  but 
ere  eeeily  able  to  dUtiuguiah  where 
the  fault  of  miegovernment  lice,  end  to 
apply  tb*  icruedv.  In  our  own  govern¬ 
ment.  tbl*  greet  divieion  ot  power*  ia  very 
clearly  made:  in  the  Federal  Government 
Congreaa  enact*  the  lew*,  but  can  not  exe¬ 
cute  or  enforce  them ;  the  President  en¬ 
force*  the  lev*,  but  he  doe*  not  make 
them  ;  end  the  court*  of  the  United  State* 
conatrue  the  Federal  lawa,  end  apply  them 
In  disputed  case*. 

There  la  •  etill  further  eubdivialun, 
which  ia  ot  equal  importance  to  good 
government,  end  which  is  celled  Dbckh- 
TSALIXATIOII. 


ON  DECENTRALIZATION. 


It  ha*  been  found  advisable,  by  experi 
once,  to  etill  farther  subdivide  the  powers 
necessarily  intrusted  to  government  ;  t<> 
limit  the  general,  or,  as  it  is  uaualhr  called, 
the  central  government,  to  the  perform!  nee 
of  oertsiu  office*  or  duties  which  apply 
equally  to  ell  parte  of  the  nation  ;  and  to 
confide  other  power*  end  duties,  having 
only  •  local  application,  to  subordinate, 
bat  in  their  ephere  independent  govern¬ 
ments. 

Thu*  in  oar  own  system,  the  Federal 
Government  at  Washington  exercise*  pow¬ 
er*  vary  etrictly  limited,  leaving  others  to 
the  state  governments ;  and  yet  others  to 
the  county  snd  even  to  the  township  gov¬ 
ernments. 

This  subdivision  of  power  and  authority 
ia  called  Decentralization  ;  and  experience 
be*  shewn  that  this  political  device  is  ot 
extreme  importance, for  taro  roasona:  Firet, 
it  t*  a  powerful  and  the  liest  mean*  ol 
training  a  people  to  efficient  political  ac 
t  on  and  the  art  of  •elt-goveruinent ;  and, 
aacond,  it  praseuU  constant  snd  important 
barriers  to  the  encroachment  of  ruler*  upon 
the  rights  and  liberties  ot  the  nstioc ; 
every  subdivision  farming  a  stronghold  of 
resistance  by  the  people  against  unjust  or 
wickad  ruler*. 

T*kr  notice  iliat  any  system  of  govern¬ 
ment  is  excellent  in  the  precise  degree  in 
which  it  naturally  tiain*  the  people  in 
political  independence,  snd  habllusti  » 
them  to  lake  an  active  part  in  governing 
themselve*.  Whatever  plea  of  govern¬ 
ment  does  this  in  a  high  degree  is  good  - 
no  matter  what  it  may  be  called;  that 
which  avoid*  this  is  necessarily  bad. 

Franca  baa  far  many  Tears  been  a  glaring 
exam  t-l*  n#  a  moat  vie  too*  system  of  gov 
eminent,  and  this  under  the  so-called 
republic  ea  well  as  under  the  empire,  be- 
oaose  her  Republican  ruler*,  aa  much  a* 
her  emperors,  rejected  decentralization 
end  local  self  government,  end  adhered  to 
a  system  of  ceuiralixatiuu,  which  made 
end  makes  liberty  impossible.  For  in 
Kranr*  the  central  gw  erament  appoints  oil 
the  local  officers,  ami  the  condition  there 
is  ea  though  the  President  of  the  United 
Bute*  should  appoint  not  only  the  post¬ 
masters,  revenue  and  law  officers,  who  are 
properly  part  of  the  Federal  executive, 
but  aleo  the  governor*  of  thu  states,  the 
mayors  of  cities,  the  supervisors  of  coun 
ties,  end  even  the  justices  of  the  peace  *nd 
local  police.  You  do  not  need  to  think 
profoundly  to  see  that  independence  and 
tree  government  would  be  impossible 
under  a  system  which  thus  iciuoved  the 
pettiest  local  officers  f  on  the  censure  and 
condemi  atioo  of  their  neighbors,  snd 
made  them  .  c.potsible  only  to  the  chief 
Authority  st  Washington.  ,The  first  tune 
we  bad  a  bad  man  in  me  presidential  chair 
he  would  be  tempted  by  the  favorable  cir¬ 
cumstance*  to  pl4M|^a*vt  of  Napolo  n, 
aud  make  liituscll  iRlffir  of  the  (tale. 
Nor  could  tim  people,  without  gru.tt  ditfi 
culty,  and  probsbly  revolution,  rcsiat  him. 

To  make  liberty  secure,  the  powers  and 
responsibilities  of  the  executive  ought  to 
be  plainly  limited  and  defined;  and  ought 
to  be  such  and  no  greater,  that  even  a  bad 
mao  in  the  executive  chair  could  not,  dar¬ 
ing  the  term  for  which  he  la  chosen,  do 
•erious  detriment  to  the  republic.  For 
tsoititmtisns  art  mads  to  guard  against  bad 
•fi etii  just  as  lew*  art  mads,  not  ts  is  tor 
ftrt  with  tbsgosd,  but  ts  restrain  tbs  tUious.

Cuunecticut  people  are  proverbially 
■mart,  and  the  following  Incident,  which 
the  New  Badlord  (Mss).  Ktreury  relates,  is 
no  exception  to  the  rule:  A  religious  so- 
cie  ty  in  rne  of  the  towns  of  that  State  was 
afflicted  a*  many  other  societies  have  been 
and  are,  Inasmuch  aa  the  pew-owuert  had  a 
•  cal  estate  right  in  tlic  property.  Some  of 
them  would  uot  give  up  their  right,  nor 
sell  it,  nor  consent  to  auv  action  by  tke 
pariah  that  could  be  legally  resisted.  Here 
was  a  case  of  tyranny.  In  a  free  republic 
aocligsrcby  ruled  the  majority.  But  ia- 
vention  is  the  offspring  of  necessity,  and 
Connecticut  ia  iu  borne.  At  a  pariah 
meeting  of  the  society  it  was  voted  to  floor 
over  the  tops  of  the  p*w»  and  build  anew. 
The  real  estate  remained  peacefully  Intact 
below  and  me  unyielding  members  found 
th tinsel ve»  literally  floored.
